The celebrated Becker murder case came to a legal and log- 


ical conclusion Friday morning, .and the circumstances at- 
tending this and other cases of the kind ought to teach a lesson. 
,this;is:fhat conditions which put the final say up to one man, 
the: governor, are inexcusable and should be removed. 


•;• All are familiar with these conditions. 
A man is tried for 


murder one,. two or Ihree limes, the defense availing itself of 
every technicality known Id Ihe law-, and many of which 
should not exisl, and is finally convicted beyond the shadow 
of a doubt. 
. 
Sentence is imposed and after a lenglhened list of -appeals 


and stays has been exhausted the forces of the defense move 
upon the governor as solidly, .determinedly and well generalled 


' as a military body on Hie (icld of battle. The-courts and juries 


liiive finished tiieir work and this move is directed against the 
governor as an individual, .who single-handed has to light a 
battle that must be extremely trying to even the strongest 
man. Many executives weaken imderjhe pressure and Ihe 
results 'are known to all; 
Justice is 'partially or wholly 


thwarted and the wall of protection which should surround 
society is materially weakened. 


It requires the unanimous verdict of twelve men to convict. 


Why should one man be exposed to such pressure as comes to 
chief executives in important, murder cases? 
Why should 


one man 'be clothed with the power lo set Ihe verdicl aside, 
and placed in a position where he is held by unreasoning peo- 
ple personally responsible for Ihe death of a fellow being? 


The fact that the governor in such a case is not acting as an 


individual but as the representative of the slate is too often 
overlooked, and it would seem Iliat he might well be relieved 
from bearing'tliis responsibility alone. .This paper is not in a 
position t'o point out in detail -how such a change should be 
brought abou't, but it seems as 'if something might and should 
be done. How would it do, when. the proof of murder is con- 
clusive, to have all appeals for clemency laid before a jury 
composed of (he governor and every judge and juryman who 
has..touch'ed Ihc case at any point, and to demand a unanimous 
verdict before the order of the court could be set aside? This 
would shield governors from (lie awful pressure under which 
they .are too frequently placed and serve as ;\ safeguard against 
miscarriages of justice, which are altogether too common.
